Churchill Tells Why He 


Remains in Polities 


FRRESUMING: the debate on the 
vote of censure in the House 
of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
Churchill charged the Government 
with deliberately trying to exacer- 
bate partisan and party interests at 
the cost of national unity and 
recovery. “I only remain in 
olitics,” he said, “ because I feel 
it my duty to prevent the great 
position we won in the war being 
cast away by folly—worse than 
folly—in the morrow of our 
victory.” 

Mr. Churchill claimed that the 
Government were neglecting’ to 
concentrate on the most urgent and 
essential tasks of the time. He said: 
“We are here to-day on a vote of 
censure, but it is not the Opposition 
who have introduced acrimony into 
our proceedings. 

“When we met for the first time 
four months ago, we refrained from 
conflict. I pointed out that there 
had never been a parliament in 
which there was so great a 
of work to be done in which all 
had an equal interest or legislation 
to be passed through to which all 
parties were committed. 


DIFFERENCES 
“Idealogical differences might be 
deep and wide, but I certainly 
hoped there would have been, on a 
broad front, a continuation of policy 
and that this would have priority. 
We did not divide upon the King’s 
address, and the Leader of the 
House taunted us for not having 
done so.”

When Keats and Chapman were 
travelling in China, they chanced in 
a market place upon an oriental 
auction. All manner of EE 
objects were being put to the 
hammer—enormous dolls, porcelain 
dragons, buddhas, brass. cooking 
utensils, and papier m&ché boats 
uaranteed to carry entire Chinese 
amilies. Keats was, however, par- 
ticularly attracted to a gigantic tea- 
set made in the Middle Ages in 
supplication to the gods at a time 
when the cntire tea a was in 
danger from drought. e teapot 
was the height of a double-decker 
bus, the saucer about 20 yards 
in diameter, and the cups about 
12 yards high. The poet began to 
bid eagerly for the monstrous set 
and succeeded in getting it at a 
monstrous price. The delighted 
auctioneer presented the poet wit 
some bottles of choice wine with 
which to celebrate the purchase and 
also lent a ladder so that the interior 
of the vessels could be inspected. 
Chapman looked on morosely as 
most of the money spent had been 
his. Nothing, however, would 

rsuade Keats that he had not been 
ia. He distributed glasses of wine, 
drank copiously himself of the 
potent draught and eventually 
ascended the ladder and disappeared 
into one of the vessels with a full 
bottle. Chapman, having no ladder, 
began to shout to the poet about 
the folly of the purchase. The poet 
did not reply but re-ap i 
descended, and went up the ladder 
into another vessel. Chapman con- 
tinued to complain and as the poet's 
tour of inspection continued, a 
heated argument developed. Keats 
eventually gave Chapman testy 
promises to re-imburse him in full 
on the following day, when he had 
sold the set at a profit. 

As Chapman expected, the sale 
was a fake. The vessels weighed 
several tons, were in the nature of 
ancient monuments with deep 
foundations and were immovable. 
They had been sold to many 
innocent travellers! 

Chapman demanded his money 
back the next day and bitterly re- 
proached the poet for breaking his 

romise when the latter explained 
is had no money. ' 

“In any case,” the poet added, 
“I do not feel bound by the pro- 
mise. I was in my cups when I 
made it.”

The Frigh Uimeg 
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AMERICA STANDS IN 


After three months, the Anglo- 
American loan talks have reached 
It was 
not expected that they would last 
so long. Indeed, in the first flush 
of immediately post-war en- 
thusiasm, there were people who 
imagined that Lords Halifax and 
Keynes, with their mission 
happily accomplished, would re- 
turn from Washington within a 
week or two. The delegates them- 
selves laboured under no such 
illusion; they realised that a loan 
in the’ neighbourhood of a 
thousand million pounds—by far 
the largest monetary transaction 
in the history of the world— 
would demand the most careful 
consideration, and they made it 
clear that an early result need 
not be anticipated. Innumerable 
problems had to be debated. 
Difficulties, expected and unfore- 
seen, arose, and had to be 
surmounted. For a brief moment, 
indeed, it was feared that the 
British negotiators might have 
to return with empty hands. 
Fortunately not only for Great 
Britain, but for the world, agree- 
ment has been reached. The 
United States is .o lend Britain 
a total sum of $4,400,000,000, the 
equivalent of  £1,400,000,000. 
Of this credit approximately 
$650,000,000 will go to pay for 
the American supplies that were 
in course of delivery to Britain, 
under the lease-lend system, when 
the war ended. The remain- 
ing $3,750,000,000, representing 
£937,000,000, are for the general 
restoration of her industry and 
commerce. With them she can 
buy the American goods that 
both she and the crippled countries 
which, directly and indirectly, 
depend upon her require not 
merely to keep themselves 
from hunger, but to revive 
their’ standard of living and to set 
the wheels of trade in motion 
again. The loan will be repaid 
at two per cenj.; but it is under- 
stood that if Britain, in any 
particular year, can prove her 
inability to pay, the interest for 
that year will be waived. In 
return for the loan, Britain agrees 
to relax her hold—which, in 
default of American help, she 
would have been compelled to 
maintain very strictly—upon the 
so-called sterling bloc of nations, 
and to smooth the way for 
amplified commerce between that 
bloc and the United States. As 
matters stand, she holds roughly 
£3,500,000,000 to the credit of 
the “sterling nations.” With the 
aid of those credits she clearly 
could paralyse any hope of their 
trading with America. Under the 
new agreement she consents to 
begin their liquidation within a. 
year, thereby providing the foot- 
hold that. American—and world- 
wide—commerce needs if it is to 
revive, 

It would be premature to try to 
,explain the direct ‘effect that this 
agreement between the two 
financial giants will have upon 
our own small country. In the 
broad aspects, however, there | 
can be no doubt that Ireland will 
benefit by it,-in common with 
almost every other nation. An 
embargo against American goods 
—which would have been, in 
effect. the consequence of a 
failure to agree—would have 
spelled appalling hardship for the 
whole of Europe. Death would 
have been widespread throughout 
the Continent; unemployment 
would have been rife in Great 
Britain—and, by corollary, here 
and in all the countries whose 
prosperity depends on the revival 
of agricultural and. commercial 
activity. The actual loan to Great 
Britain, however, is not, in one 
sense, the chief result of the 
Washington talks. What matters 
even more is the assurance that 
negotiations are to take place in 
the near future which will centre 
around “definite measures for 
the relaxation of trade barriers 


of all kinds.” The phrase “ multi- | 


lateral trade” runs like a [/eit- 
motif through the official 
announcement of the agreement. 
It is manifest that America, like 
Great Britain and the other 
belligerents, has learned a lesson. 
The strikes that have paralysed 
so many of her industries, and 
have threatened to paralyse so 
many others, during the last few 
months, have demonstrated that 
she is no less dependent than any 
other nation upon a satisfactory 
export trade, and that—especially 
in the circumstances of the 
crippled post-war world — she 
must be prepared to take a full, 
generous and whole-hearted part 
in its economic, as in its political, 
concert. It looks very much as if 

o nation can return to the old 
system of private. tariffs and 
subsidies—in other words, as if 
all alike must consent to fit into 
an economic framework in which 
none will have an exclusive right 
to dictate its own destinies. So 
much already has been indicated 
in theory by the Bretton Woods 
conference. The Anglo-American 
loan, together with the proposal 
for an International Trade Con- 
ference next summer, and the 
probability of a resultant Inter- 
national Trade Organisation, dots 
the i’s and crosses the t’s of 
Bretton Woods. Whether human

With one notable exception, 
Dublin producers seem content to 
give us presentations which show 
no advancement on the technigue 
of 30 years ago. 

In Ameriga, France and Russia 
stagecraft is\ in a continuous state 
of experiment and subsequent pro- 
gress—-a condition which earns the 
approbation of public, Press and 
professional actors alike. 

When | consider the use made 
by the Moscow Arts Theatre of 
emotional lighting and grouping, of 
choral -technique and of ballet 
mime in straight drama; the inti- 
mate contact between stage and 
audience achieved by the Comédie 
Frangaise and the endless: possibili- 
ties of the “space-time” element 
common to all the arts (a factor 
dimly realised by the .cinemato- 
gs FB I am forced to the con- 
clusion that our own ~~“ mis- 
behaviour” is based on satiety of 
the old theatre methods and bore- 
dom, which is our only way of 
expressing our desire for some- 
thing new, something more expres- 
sive of the quality and tempo of 
present-day life. 

We have in this country a people 
whose very language makes them 
attuned to poetry, and whose his- 
tory, tradition and folk-lore enduws 
them with a sense of drama as their 
birthright. Here then is some of 
the choicest material from which to 
draw our theatre audiences. How 
much fonger are we going to 
deprive them of national and inter- 
national drama in all its splendour 
of crystallised life experience? How 
much longer do we propose depriv- 
ing them of presentations in those 
forms which have already quick- 
ened and developed the dramatic 
consciousness of great nations in 
the old world and in the new.—

Christmas Shopping 

In a large, airy, comfortable 
Grafton street shop yesterday | 
heard an assistant complain about 
the discomforts of shop assistants 
during the Christmas rush. She 
should work for a week or two in 
Liverpool, where they are preparing 
to enjoy their first post-war 
Christmas. 

Two of the largest general stores 
in Liverpool, if not in England, are 
Lewis’s and Blacklers’s. Of Lewis’s, 
all that is left is a tall, narrow 
Skyscraper .of sound rooms, 
surrounded. by a crumbling, empty 
Shell; into this skyscraper of 
narrow rooms are crowded all the 
stocks and staffs that once filled a 
building as big as the Industry and 
Commerce buildings.

Of Blacklers’s, the other big 
store, only a gaunt, charred skeleton 
remains. . Business, as usual, is 
carried on in twelve or fourteen 
poky li.:le. shops, sprinkled over a 
nearby area. Shop assistants and 
clerks, going from one department 
to another, have to wander around 
the streets—-which in Liverpool are 
very often wet and muddy, In 
other blitzed shops—and there are 


plenty of them—assistants work in ' 


storage cellars, on stone floors, 
beside shattered panes of 
which have not been replaced. 


In England Now 


All over England at present men 
and women, who less than a year 
ago were only too ready to claim 
that they were doing vital Govern- 
ment work and could not be spared 
for the more spectacular—and 
dangerous—forms of national ser- 
vice. are trying to get out of the 
Civil Service, and back into more 
lucrative private practices. But 
because the eminence of the higher- 
up civil servant seems to he 
measured by the number of lower- 
down civil servants under his sway, 
the higher-ups are not very anxious 
to release the ambitious 
downs. 

| am assured of the truth of the 
following story: 

Some time ago two young men 
working in a certain Ministry in 
the North of England, went to their 
superior officer, and put it to him 
that they felt rather -redundant. 
They had another job waiting for 
them, they said. The superior 
officer was most unsympathetic; he 
assured them that they were vital 
to the Ministry, and could in no 
circumstances be released. 

Six months later anothcr man, in 
a similar position, went to the same 
superior officer with the same 
request. He, too, was told that, 
far from being redundant, he was 
doing most vital work. He replied: 
“Six months ago you told that 
story to two-of the men here. A 
week later they cpened a hat shop 
just around the corner. They have 
been serving in it ever since. That’s 
how vital they are.” 


Redundant Staffs 

The superior officer immediately 
investigated this accusation. He 
found it to be perfectly true. In 
detail, he discovéred that the two 
young men were taking it in turn to 
slip out of the Ministry, an hour at 
a time, to serve in the shop. 

He sent for the men, and opre- 
pared to be stern with them. How 
dare they run a hat shop while still 
employed by the Government. he 
asked. He had a good mind to 
have them dismissed at once, he 
said. Thev replied that if he did so 
they would certainly write to Head 
Office and point out that they had 
applied for their release, and were 
refused by a superior officer on 
the grounds that they were doing a 
great deal of vital work. They would 
add that time lay so heavily on their 
idle hands that they were obliged to 
open the hat shop to relieve their 
boredom, and they would drop hints 
about the prodigal way superior 
officers wasted Government money 
by retaining vast, unoccupied staffs. 

The superior officer was silent. 
He agreed to let the whole thing 
drop. And, to the best of my know- 
ledge, the two young men are still 
employed by the Ministry, and still 
continue to drop out, for an hour 
at a time, to the hat shop just 
around the corner.

OME thousands of homihg 
pigeons are now being demo- 
bilised from the Royal Air Force 
and returned to their owners.

By the 1938 Trade Agreement 
with Great Britain, the . people 
generally had been lulled into a 
sense of false security, said Mr. 
P, L. McEvoye President of the 
Federation of Irish Manufacturers, 
Ltd., presiding at their annual 
Munster’ regional meeting held in 
Limerick yesterday.

“It is our duty,” he 
added, “to show quite clearly that 
we object to this hampering of Irish 
industry and that we are prepare 
to give our Government every sup” 
port to seeing that the obnoxious 
clauses are properly revised in the 
interests of Ireland and not in the 
interests of any group of foreign 
manufacturers.” i

ARGENTINA’S NEEDS | 

Lord Wardington, the Chairman of 
the Bank of London and South 
America, Litd., in a statement issued 
with annual report, takes a very 
favourable view regarding the possi- 
bilities of trade with the Argentine.

Very 
onerous demands for taxation were 
met during the year, accounting 
both for the reduction in the figure 
of liabilities and the depletion of 
the company’s cash in bank and on 
hands, to which 1 have already 
referred. Some idea may be formed 
by shareholders of the very heavy 
impact of taxation on our native 
industries, and on company in 
particular, when I state at the 


total sum paid in taxation during 


the past three years, plus the provi- 
sion existing at 30th September last, 
amounted to no less than £60, 

For the same three years, the sum 
total of net profit, after providing for 
taxation, is £16,564, and total net divi- 
dends paid and recommended to share- 
holders amount only to £7,875. You 
have, therefore, the double incidence 
of both the present high levels of 
taxation and emergency regulations de- 
barring the proprietors of the com- 
pany from further participation in the 

rofits earned on their investments. 

ecently, some. alteration of the Stand- 
still Order was made in favour of 
wa rners. I consider it onl 
equitable that some corresponding ad- 
justment in favour of shareholders 
should at the ‘same time be permitted 
in the regulations governing the pay- 
ment of the rate of dividends. 

I also consider some easement of 
the existing heavy burden of taxation 
is now due, to permit of a percentage 
of profits being ploughed ck into 
business to finance development and 
modernisation. In this connection, we 
have in contemplation certain exten- 
sions and improvements in our busi- 
ness, and also the improvement of the 
working conditions of our employees. 

The Minister has from time to time 
urged manufacturers to up-to- 
date, and to modernise their equip- 
ment. This, we all agree, is very de- 
sirable;- but, in view of the very 
onerous taxation demands, is almost 
impossible. 

[ am sure you are satisfied that the 
strong financial position of your com- 
pany has been maintained unimpaired 
over what we hope has been one of 
the concluding years of the emergency 
period and its hampering regulations. 

I also wish to point out that we 
have had no protective tariffs for the 
past four years, and that, whilst it 
would be our ambition to be indenen- 
dent of them, we are unable to fore- 
see what comnetition we may be faced 
with when other countries come into 
full production, and wish to export 


their surolus 


_ The difficulties experienced during 
previous years, in securing sunplies of 
raw materials, still persist with regard 
to the bulk of our requirements. We 
have done our best. under difficult 
conditions which have obtained for 
several years past, to keen un the 
quality of our goods, and have had 
to contend with many difficulties in 
obtaining raw material of suitable 
quality. A welcdme sign. however. 
of returning normal trading con- 
ditions, is that supplies of some 
materials, hitherto unobtainable. have 
recently been delivered to us in 
adequate quantities. Having secured 
consignments once more of these 
materials, it is anticipated that our 
regular needs will henceforth be 
assured. 

I wish to point out that. for some 
years past, it has been exceedingly 
difficult to get machine parts and 
other material to keep our plant in as 
good order as we would wish. and we 
will, shortly, be confronted with con- 
siderable expense which should have 


‘been incurred during the emergency 


period. 
I wish to thank my co-directors 


and also the administrative staff. and 
the factory employees. for their co- 
operation during the past year. 

We also ‘wish to express our 
appreciation of the Government 
officials who gave us every assistance 
in helping us to import raw materials.
